Ulric  Bell's  career  as  an  artist  bloomed  first  when,  as  a  young 
man,  he  became  cartoonist  for  the  Louisville  Courier- Journal .  Later 

Bell  served  with  the  newspaper  as  City  Editor,  Sunday  Editor  and 
Washington  correspondent. 

In  1933,  while  on  leave  of  absence  from  the  Courier-Journal  to 
serve  as  Executive  Assistant  to  Secretary  of  State  Gordej.1  Hull,  Bell 
accompanied  Hull  on  a  tour  of  South  Americas  During  this  period.  Bell 
painted  many  outstanding  landscapes  of  the  South  American  continent  which 
were  widely  acclaimed  at  a  showing  at  the  Balzac  Galleries* 

In  1941,  Ulric  Bell  became  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Fight  for  Freedom  and  later  served  as  deputy  to  Robert  E0  Sherwood, 
director  of  the  overseas  branch  of  the  Office  of  War  Information* 

During  this  time  and  in  later  years.  Bell  had  several  one  man 
shows  of  his  paintings.  The  most  notable  of  these  exhibits  were  held 
at  the  Balzac  and  Barbizon  Galleries. 

A  past  president  of  the  National  Press  Club  and  Gridiron  Club, 
Ulric  joined  the  Salmagundi  Club  in  1956  and  was  a  member  until  his 
recent  death,  at  which  time  he  was  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

The  Salmagundi  Club  takes  great  pride  and  pleasure  in  being  able 
to  present  a  showing  by  such  a  distinguished  American  and  artist.  Ulric 
Bell's  influence  on  the  Salmagundi  Club  made  a  tremendous  impact  and  his 
forward  thinking  helped  develop  and  maintain  the  high  standards  of  the 
organization.
